Everything is in readiness for 
theSbig school rally to be held 
here on next Friday, October 24. 
The occasion will be the formjU 
opening of the new Madison 
High School. The Caldwell High 
School moved td its new quar- 
ters about two weeks ago and 
changed its name to Madison 
High School. The changing of 
the name will perpetuate thp 
memory of old Madison Institute 
which has had a great career in 
education. The new name will 
identify the city high school with 
the county. It is the purpose of 
the school administration to have 
the new high school serve not 
only Richmond but all of the 
county. The high school pupils . 
who live in the country but are 
closer to Richmond than to any 
county high school will have their 
Juition paid by the County Board 
of Education. The boys and girls 
in the cotmtry are not only invit- 
ed but urged to attend. The city 
high school needs them, it 
wants them, yet it does not mean 
to compete with the county high 
school and prefers to have those 
pupils who are closer to the coun- 
ty high schools attend '^them in- 
stead of Richmond. 

It was thought fitting and pro- 
per to' take some notice of the 
event which means a much larger 
high school life for the city anid 
county. The event should be an 
epoch making one in the educa- 
tional afFairs' of the community. 
The high school now has the op- 
portunity to expand and grow.* 
The grades have more room. It 
was decided to ' have a formal 
opening on Friday, October 24th, 
but the idea of a formal opening 
has grown into the idea of an all- 
day school rally for, the entire 
county. It IS time that the peo- 
ple were thinking about bigger 
schools, the problem of securing 
well trained teachers and the fi- 
nancial crisis that faces the school 
organizations. The Tegislature 
meets in January and the people 
should be ready to tell the legisla- 
ture what they want and need to 
solve the situation. This school 
rally is intended to get people to 
thinking and talking in terms of 
better schools, to focuS the at- 
tention of the communities upon 
educational problems.

This radical innovation, which was 
brought about by ^he printers' strike 
in New Toyk dty, leads the pnb-

at once prepare to fight," Herbert 
Hoover, formerly Economic Director 
for the Supreme War Council, told 
the students of Stanford University 
in an address ke ddiyered here last 
night. 

. Peace Treaties, he said, "can- 
i be caMed out without the League, 
the League falls fhe treaties also 
'\ If the balanee of nower is to 
sopplaat the Le|«tfe of nations, we 
wulhMe torn asuodar tbe oolr hope 
ftat Snraei;; -will; net break into 
fbrfher 'wMS'' of races, j classes and 
combinations that will take dvilisa- 
tion back to the middle ages. 

1 am confident th^t if we attempt 
to revise Out treMy we shall tread a 
road through European chaos. If we 
manage to keep our soldiers out of it 
we will not escape fearful economic 
losses. V 

"The AlU es may, themselves, revise 
this treaty without us and then as- 
4^bt9. a cooodL af nations of their 
oiwp la an mdeavor to . solve tiie prob- 



lems of Europe- It would be a council 
of Europe and in the midst of these 
terrible times, considering the debts 
they owe us, the materiu they must 
have from us or starve, I would rather 
that we be represented therein lees 
it bec«ne a leu[ue of Europe against 
the IfesterB Ilffnisphe^i,:' A peace 
withook us meaas^ mord army '-and 
navy for us, flie old treadmillj of 
taxes and dangers for us. - ' 

Mr. Hoover said that few' people 
seem to realize the desperation to 
which Europe has been redueed;' 
"Durins^ the coming winter som^ Of 
them will look with longing eyes to 
this rich, fat nation, wi^ its surplus 
of every human necessity, he said. 
"We cannot fiddle while Rome bums-" 
If we believe we can see our neigh' 
bors return to another 30 years war 
through the break down of this 
treaty, and we still maintain our 
progress, it is the egotism of insanity 
Our expansion overseas has entangled 
us for good or ill, and I stand for an 
honest attempt to join with Europe's 
better spirits to prevent these en- 
tanglements from involving us in war. 
We are not dealing with perfection, 
we are dealiaf with the fessser of 
evils, 

"For us to refuse to enter into a 
joint attempt with the well-thinking 
sections of a large part of the world 
to establish a continuing moral con- 
science against war is the utmost 
folly in our town interests. 

Pointing out the likehood that some 
European nations will again be plung- 
ed into war with their neighbors, lOr. 
Hoover referred to a probability . of 
the invasion of Poland if |he treaty 
failed. 

He said, "there are many elemental 
in Europe who wish to see the treaty 
break down and the League of Na- 
tions disappear. During the last five 
ninths our Allies have been growing 
weaker frmn a military point of view

Under the alarm of this danger tiie 
Poles in the midst of the greatest 
economic misery that a nation ever 
knew, haveibeen trying to create an 
army of 50t),000 men fpr their pro- 
tection from the Germans on the 
side and the Bolsheviki on the other. 
If the treaty is ratified the German 
army will be reduced to 200,000 men 
and dispersed over Germany and 
their extra armament destroyed, ihe 
failure of the treaty means uie in- 
vasion of the Polish state .

Sugar Shortage In Louisville 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 17— Sugar 
is a soiree article in Louisville 
a\ present. One broker here to- 
day said he had orders for 100 
car load^ and cmnot lill five per- 
cent of his booked orders. Re- 
tail grocers are chiarging all the 
^(ray from 11 to 14 cents a pound 
for sugar,that is the grocers who 
have sugar on hands. Most •f)f 
them cannot g;et sugar and when 
they do it is nbt'thorb than 100 or 
200 pounds at a time. This is 
doled out to select customers in 
quantities of one, two and three 
pounds every two or three days. 
Recently the Kentucky Fair 
Price listing commission fixed 11 
cents a pound as a fair price for 
sugar. Retailers assert they 
would be' to hxxy lar|;e 

quantities {iota ' jtfbWers at 11 
cents wholesale, but the sugaf is 
not to be had. 

The\ opinion prevails in some 
quarters here that there is not 
an actual shortage of sugar, but 
that wholesalers operating under 
federal license are hoarding 
sugar and holding out Tor higher 
prices.

With the growing season practical- 
ly ended, except for late tobacco and 
a yery small amoiint of latest com 
that is now mataring, Kentucky's 
crop prospects now indicate the 
dnction of approximately 426,648,000 
pounds of tobacco compared to 427,- 
500,00 pounds last year. 1!!^ United 
States entire tobacco crop this year 
is noiw- estimated at 1,278,062,00 
pounds, compared to 1,348,019,000 
pounds last year, or abou^ 4-6 pep 
cent decrease. - 

These estimates were issued at 
Louisville through the office of H. F. 
Bryant, Kentucky field agent of the 
United States Bureau of Crop Esti- 
mates, and the following estimates 
of other- erojps produced in Kentucky 
(his season, with comparisons with 
1918' crops, were issued at the same 
tin^; oats 8,636,000 busj[tels con^ared 
to 9,6OO,(M)0 last yWr, barley 175,000 
bushels • compared to 196,000, pota- 
toes 4,502,00 bushels compared, to 
5,625,000, sweet potatoes 1,094,000 
bushels compared to 1,236,000, sor- 
ghum molasses 2,559,00 galons com- 
pared to 2,826,000 gallons last year, 
clover seed 36,000 bushels compared 
to 34,000 apples,. 2,025,000 bushels 
cpinpared to 3,780,000 bushels in 
1918 and peas 126,000 bushel? com- 
pared to 140,00 last year. 

The widespread drouth in Ken 
tucky this summer damaged practi- 
cally all late gro;»ving crops more or 
less, but the more favoi-able weather 
of the last Uw woks has helped late 
tobacco, CO A and pastures j to grow 
out some. The drouth wis very ir- 
regula and spotte^l all over the state, 
sOme local sections liaving a fairly 
good growing season while adjoin 
ing sections were parched. 

Stock water wa8^ scarce in some 
counties and pastures are still not 
generally very good, the they have 
improved much during the last month 
and some sections now have good 
grass. . 

The heinp crop in the Blue Grass 
counties was cut to an exceedingly 
small acreage this season and most 
of what \vas grow apparently will 
give a light yield.
